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outcome of appealed case '019 will materially affect prosecution of the instant application, good 
and sufficient reasons have been demonstrated to warrant suspension of action. 

Accordingly, the petition to suspend prosecution is GRANTED for a period of up to twelve (12) 
months starting from the filing of petition, June 03, 2002.
